Applicant's Guide. Volume VA. Chapter IX. Note that only an applicant who is a nationa or resident of a PCT Contracting 
State which is bound by Chapter II has the right to file a demand for international preliminary examination (at present, all 
PCT Contracting States are bound by Chapter II). 

REQUIREMENTS REGARDING PRIORITY DOCUMENTS 

For applicants who have not yet complied with the requirements regarding priority documents, the following is recalled. 

Where the priority of an earlier national, regional or international application is claimed, the applicant must s "brnit a copy 
of the said earlier application, certified by the authority with which it was filed ("the pr.orrfy document wowvinj i Office 
"which will transmit rt to the International Bureau) or directly to the International Bureau before the expiration o M6 months from 
he priority date, provided that any such priority document may still be submitted to the International Bureau bef orer thatj ate of 
international publication of the international application, in which case that document will be considered to have been recewed 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 16-month time limit (Rule 17.1 (a)). 

Where the priority document is issued by the receiving Office, the applicant may, instead of submitting the priority 
document request the receiving Office to prepare and transmit the priority document to the '" terna « 0 ^ "^h',fn™t 
must be made before the expiration of the 16-month time limit and may be subjected by the rece.v.ng Office to the peyment 
of a fee (Rule 17.1(b)).

Where several priorities are claimed, the priority date to be considered for the purposes of computing the 1 6-month time 
limit (and all other PCT time limits) is the filing date of the earliest application whose priority is claimed (Article 2(xi)(b)). 
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
